NOTIFICATION 

eSR 3y8iE).—In exercise of the puweia eciifer- 
red by sub-section (1) of seetion 30 of the Consumer 
Protection Act, 1986 (68 of 1986), Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and eommencement,—(1) These 
luies mav be called the (Consumer Protection Rules. 
1987. 

(2) They sh;ill come into force on the date oi tiieir 
pTihlication in the Ohicial Gazette, 

2. Detinilions.-—In these rules, unless the conlext 
otherwise requires— 

(a) “Act” means the Consumer Protection Act, 
1986 (68 of 1986); 

fb) “agent” means a person duly authorised by 
a party to present any complaint, appeal or 
reply on its behalf before the National 
Commission; 

(e) “appellant” means a party which makes an 
appeal against the order of the State 
Commission; 

(d) “chairman” means a chairman of the Cen¬ 
tral Consumer Protection' Council estab¬ 
lished '.inder sub-section (1) of the section 
4 of the Act; 

(el “memorandum” means any memorandum 
of appeal filed by the appellant; 

(fl “opposite party” means a person who ans¬ 
wers complaint or claim ; 
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(g) "picsident " means the President of the Na¬ 
tional Commission; 

(h) ' lespondcnt'’ means the person who answers 
any memorandum of appeal; 

(i) “section” means seciion of the Act; 

(j) “state” includes Union territories also; 

(k) words and expressions used in the rules and 
not defined but defined in the Act shall have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them 
in the Act. 

3. J’hc constitution of the Central Consumer Pro¬ 
tection Council and the Working Groirps— 

(Ij The Central Governnient shall, by notification 
in the oHicial Gazette constitute the Central Consu¬ 
mer Protection Council (hereinafter referred to as 
the Central Council) which shall consist of the follow¬ 
ing 150 members namely;—■ 

(a) t!ie Minister in-charge of Dcpaiimeiu ol 
Civil Supplies who shall be the Chaiiinjn 
of the Central Council; 

(b) ihe ?vlini>lcr of Stale (where he is not hold¬ 
ing independent charge) or Deputy Minis¬ 
ter ill the Dcpartmenl of Civil Supplies 
w'ho shall be the Vice-Chairman of the 
Central Coimcil ; 

(c) llic Ministers of booil 'urJ Civil Supplies oi 
Miiiisier inchau'e of eouMimcr Atfairs lu 
States; 

(d) eight Members of Parliament—five fioiu 

the Lok Sabha and three from the Rajya 
Sabha; 

te) the Commissioner for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes; 

(f) representatives of the Central Govern¬ 
ment Departments and autonomous or- 
ganisaiions coneerned with consumer inic- 
resls—not exceeding twenty. 

(g) representatives of the Consumer Organisa¬ 
tions or consumers—not less than thirty'- 
liv'c; 

(h) rcprcsenlativcs of women—not less than 
ten; 

(i) representatives of farmers, trade and in¬ 
dustries—not exceeding twenty; 

(j) persons capable of representing consumer 
interests not specified above—-not exceeding 
fifteen; 

G;) the Secretary in the Department of Uivil 
Supplies shall be the member secretary ot 
the Central Council, 

(2) The term of the (.^onneil shall be three years. 

(3) Any member may, by writing under his hand 
to thbhCliairman of the Central Council, resign from 
the Couned. The \acancies, so caused or otTierwi'-c, 
shall he filled from the same category by the Central 
Government and such person shall hold office so long 


as the member whose place he fills would have been 
entitled to hold office, if the vacancy had not occurred. 

4. Procedure of the Central Council—finder sub¬ 
section (2) of section 5, the Central Council shall 
observe the following procedure in regard to the 
tran.tactioii of its business; — 

(1) The meeting of the Central Council shall be 
presided ovei by the Chairman. In the ab¬ 
sence of he Chairman, the Vice-Chairman 
shall preside over the meeting of the Cen¬ 
tral Council. In the absence of the Chair¬ 
man and the Vice-Chairman, the Central 
Council shall elect a member to preside 
over that meeting of the Council. 

(2) Cach raeciing of the Central Council shall 
be called by giving not less than ten day.s 
from the date of issue, nolice in willing to 
e''ery member. 

(3) hvery notice of a meeting of the Central 

Council shall specify the place and the day 
and horn: of the meeting and shall contain 
statement of business to be transacted 
thereat. 

I 4) No proceedings of the Central Council rhalt 
be invalid merely by reasons of existence 
of any vacancy in or any defect in the con¬ 
st ilntion of the Council. 

(5) boi (lie purpose of performing u,i lU'ictious 
under the Act, the Central Council may 
constitute from amongst its members, sucli 
working groups as it may deem necessary 
and every working gi'oup so constituted 
shall perform such functions us are ar.simed 
to it by ihc Central Council. The findings 
of such working groups shall be placed be¬ 
fore the Central Council for its considera¬ 
tion. 

to) The non-official members shall be entitled 
to lin.! class to and fro Railway fare and a 
daily allowance of one hundred rupees pci 
day for attending the meetings of the Central 
Council or any working group. Members 
of Parliament shall he entitled to travelling 
and daily allowances at such rates as are 
admissible to such members. 

( 7) The resolutions passed by the Central Coun¬ 
cil shall be recommendatory in nature. 

5. Place of the National Commission—The office 
of the National Commission .shall be located in the 
Union Territory of Delhi. 

6. Working days and office hours of the National 
Commission—The working days and office hours of 
the National Commission shall be the same as that 
of the Central Government, 

7. Seal and emblem—Tlic official seal and emblem 
of the National Commis;.fion shall be such as tiic 
Central Government may specify. 

S. Sittiuus of the National Cotnmifsion—The sitting 
of tlie National Commission as and when nece'sary 
shall be -convened ’w the President. 
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9. vStaff of the Naiiciial Commission—The Central 
Govcrnriicni a'iial! a^poiiit such stall: as may be neces¬ 
sary to assist the National Coiiimissioii in" its day to 
day work and to perform such other functions as are 
provided under the Act and these rules or assigned 
to it by the President. The salary payable to such stall 
shall be defrayed out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India. 

10. Additional powers of the National Commission, 

State Commission and District Forum—(1) Tjie 
National Commission, the State Commission and 
the District Forum shall have power to require any 
person,— 

ta) to produce before, and allow to be e.Kamiiicd 
Uiiu kepi by cUi Osiicer of tnc Natronal 
Coimrussion, the Slate Commission or the 
District Forum, as the case may be, speci¬ 
fied in this behalf, such books accounts, do¬ 
cuments or commodities in the custody or 
urider tiie control of the person so required 
as rnay be specified or described in the re- 
t|iusit;on, if tlie examiiiathm of such books 
accounts, documents or commodities arc 
required for the purpose of tliis .Act; 

(b) to furnish to an o:liicer so specified, such in- 
forniation as may be required for the pur¬ 
pose of this Act. 

(2) (a) Where during any proceedings undci this 
Act the National Commission, the State 
Commission or the District Forum as the 
case may be, has any ground to believe 
that any book, paper, commodity or docu¬ 
ment which may be required to he produc¬ 
ed in such prcKeediiig are being, or may be 
destroyed mutilated, altered, falsified or sec 
reted, it may, by written order authorise 
any officer to exercise the power of entry 
an search of any prem:iscr,. Such authorised 
ofliccr may also seize such books, papers, 
documents or commodities a.s are required 
for the purpose of this Act; 

Provided that such seizure shall be coiiiniimi- 
cated to the National Commission, the 
State Conimi-ssion or tiic District Forum, as 
tlte case may be. as soon as it is made or 
within a period not exceeding 72 hours of 
fj iking such seizure after specifying die 
rwesons in vvfh.irig for making such seizure. 

(b) Tb;- Naiicnai Commission, the .Stale Cora- 
< th.c District Foruin, as the case 

may b., on examination of such seized do- 
errments or commodities, as the case may 
be, may order the retention thereof or may 
return it to trie party concerned. 

11. Salaries honorarium and other .allowances ol 

the President and Members of the National ConimC- 
sion- -(11 'Vhere. the P csident of the National Corn- 
mi-sio” i' a ^'..bim iudrr- cf the Supreme Court, he 
sbal’ e:uov :'h the benefits which he should liave en- 
joy^ed O'- '■■iuir'iT ju/joe (if the Supreme Court, Where 
the PTC.'de"; i' no; a ritiing judge of the Supreme 
C-juir, A ’-seb's a consolidated honorarium 

of Rs SOO-'t nor mo:;'.!! Other raembers. if sitting on 
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w'hole-time basis shall receive a consolidated honora¬ 
rium of Rs. 6,000 per month or if sitting on part- 
time basis, a consolidated honorarium of Rs.. 300 
per day for sittiiigs. 

(2) The President and the members shall be en¬ 
titled to travelling and daily allowances on official 
tours as the same vales as are admissible to Group 
'A' Officer of the Central Goveri!me.at. 

(3) The honorarium or the salary, as the case rnay 
be and other allowances shall be defrayed out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India. 

12. Terms and conditions of service of llic Presi¬ 
dent and members of the National Commission.— (F) 
Before appointment, the President and a member of 
the National Commission shall have to take an under¬ 
taking that ho does not and wd! not have any such 
iinaaciai or other interests as is likely to effect pre¬ 
judicially his functions as such member. 

( 2) The President and the member shall hold 
oflice for sucli period, not exceeding .5 years as may 
be specified by the Central Government in the noti¬ 
fication, but shall be eligible for rc-appointment. 

Provided that no President or a member shall hold 
office as such for a total period exceeding LO years 
or after he has attained the age of 65-years, which¬ 
ever is earlier. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-iuie 
(2) the President or a member may,— 

(a) by writing under his hand and addressed to 
the Central Government resign his office at 
any time; 

(b) be removed from his office in acco.i'dancc 
with the provisions of rule 13. 

(4) 'I he terms a.nd conditions of service of the 
President and the memb'crs shall not be varied to 
their disadvantage during their tenure of office. 

(5) A casual vacancy caused by resignation or 
removal of the President or any other member of the 
National Commission under sub-rule (3) or otherwise 
shall he filled by fresh appointment, 

(6) Where any such casual vacancy occurs in tljc 
office of the President of the National Commission, 
the senior-most (in order of appointment) mcraber 
of the National Commission holding office for the 
time bang, shall discharge the .functioiiis of the Presi¬ 
dent until a person appointed to fill such vacancy 
assumes the office of the President of the National 
Commission, 

(7) When the President of the National Commission 
is unable to discharge the functions owing to ab3e:nce, 
illness or any other cause, the senior-most (in order 
of appointment) member of the National Commis¬ 
sion shall discharge the functions of the President 
until the day on which the President resumes the 
charge of his function, 

(8) No act or proceedings of the National Com- 
missinn shall be invalid bv reasons only of the exist¬ 
ence of any vacancy among its President or members 
or anv defect in the constitution thereof. 
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(9) In case of a difference of opinicii among the 
members of tlie Natioiiai Commission, the opinion of 
the majority shali prevail and the opinion or orders 
of the Commission 'hall be expressed in terms of 
the views of the majority. 

(10) The President or any member ceasing to hold 
office as such shall ncit hold any appointment in or 
be connected with the tnaiiagemeni or administration 
of any organisafion whicli have been t.he subject of 
any proceeding ’under the Act during hi,s tenure for 
a period of 5 years from the date on which he ceases 
to hold such office. 

13. Removal of Pre.sident or members from office 
in certain circumstances.—(T) The Central Covern- 
ment may remove from office, the President or any 
member who,— 

(a) ha.s been adjudged an insolvent; or 

(b) has been convicted of an offence which, in 
the opinion of the Central Government, in¬ 
volves moral turpitude ; or 

(c) has become physically or mentally incapable 
of acting as the President or the member; 
or 

(d) has acquired such financial or other iutercsi 
as is likely to affect prejudicially his func¬ 
tions as the President or a member; or 

(e) has so abused his position as to render his 
continuance in office prejudicial to the 
public interest. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub¬ 
rule (1). the President or any member .shall not be 
removed from his office on the grounds specified in 
tlauses (d) and (e) of that sub-rule except on an 
mquity held by Central Government in' accordance 
with such procedure as it may specify in thi.s behalf 
ind finds the President or a member to be guilty of 
.mch ground. 

^4. Procedure to be followed by the National Com- 
nission,—(1) A complaint containing the following 
oarticulars shall be presented by the complaint in per- 
;on or by his agent to the National Commission or 
:.e sent by registered post addressed to the National 
Tom mission: — 

(a) the name, description and the addre.ss of 
the complainant; 

(b) the name, description and address of the op¬ 
posite party or parties, as the case may be, 
so far as they can be a.scertained; 

(c) the facts rehiting to. complaint and when and 
where it arose; 

(d) documents in support of the alJegation.s 
contained in the complaint; 

(e) The relief which complaint claims. 

(2) The National Commission shall, in disposal 
■f any complaint before it, as far as possible, follow 
he procedures laid down in sub-sections (I) and (2) 
*f section 13 in relation to complaint received by 
ie District Forum, 


(3) On the dale of hearffiv e.i- c ’Ler dale to 
which hearing could be adjourned, it ..hail be obli¬ 
gatory- on the parties or t.ncir agents lo appear be¬ 
fore the National Commhsion. Where the complain¬ 
ant or his agent fails to appear before the National 
Commission on .such days, the National Commission 
may in its discreiicn cither dirmiss the complaiet for 
default or decide it on merits. ¥/here the opposite 
party or its agent fails to appear on the date of hear¬ 
ing, the National Commission may decide the com¬ 
plaint ex-partc, 

(4) The National Commission may, on such terms 
as it deems fit and at any stage of the proceedings, 
adjourn the hearing of complaint but the complaint 
shall be decided, as far as possible, within a period of 
three months from the date of notice received by 
opposite party where complaint does not require ana¬ 
lysis or testing of commodities and within five months 
if it requires analysis or testing of commodities. 

(5) If after the proceeding.s conducted under sub¬ 
rule (3) the National Commission i.s satisfied with 
the allegations contained in the complaint it shall 
issue orders to the opposite party or parties, as the 
case may be. directing him or them to take one or 
more of the things as mentioned in sub-section (1) of 
section 14. 'Die iSbitiona! Commission shall also have 
the pow'cr to direct that any order passed by it. where 
no appeal has been preferred under section 23 or 
where the order of the National Commission has been 
affirmed by the Supreme Court under that section, be 
published in the 0.fficia] Gazette or through any 
other media and no legal proceedings shall lie against 
the National Commi.ssion or any media for .such pub¬ 
lication. 

15. Procedure for hearing the appeal—(1) memo- 
j-andum sljall be presented by the appellant or his 
agent to t!ie National Commission in person or be 
sent by registered post addressed to the Commission. 

(2) Every memorandum filed under sub-rule (1) 
shall be in legible handwriting preferably typed and 
shall .set forth concisely under distinct heads, the 
grounds of appeal without any argument or narrative- 
and such grounds shall be numbered consecutively. 

(3) Each menioranduin shall be accompanied by 
a certified copy of the order of the State Commission 
appealed against and such of the documents as may 
he required to support grounds of objection mention¬ 
ed in the memorandum. 

(4) When the appeal is presented after the expiry 
of the period of limitation as specified in the Act, 
thememorandum shall he accompanied by an appli¬ 
cation supported by an affidavit setting fortli the facts 
on which the appellant relies to satisfy the National 
Commission that he has sufficient cause for not pre¬ 
ferring the appeal within the period of limitation. 

(5) The appellant shall submit six copies of the 
memorandum to the Commission for official purpose. 

(6) On the date of hearing or on any other day to 
which hearing may be adjourned, it shall be obligatory 
for the parties or their agents to appear before the 
National Commission. If appellant or his agent fails 
to appear on such dale, the National Commission 
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niav in iis di:^uretioa cither dtsmisi the appeal nr ilc 
cide ex-parle on merits. If the respondent or his agent 
falls !o appeal on such date, the National Coinmi.ssion 
shall proceed ex-parte and shall decide the appeal on 
merits of llic case. 

(7' Ihc appellant slrall not. e.'cep; b\ Ica-e of the 
N.uioiial (Jomnhssjon, urge or be heard in support of 
any gnjiin;l of objection not set forth in the memo¬ 
randum but the National Commission, in deciding 
the appeal, may not confine to the grounds of objec' 
tion set foUh in the memorandum; 

Provided that tiic Commission shall not rest it.s 
decision on any other ground other than 
those specified in the memorandum unless 
the party who may be affected thereby, has 
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been gisen an opportunity ol Iwang beard 
f'V tlie National Commisaon. 

(S) The National Commission, on such terms as 
it may think tit and at any stage, adjourn die hearing 
of the appeal, imt not more than one adjournment 
shall ordinal il ybe given and the appeal should be 
decided, as fur as possible viiihin no days from the 
first date of hearing. 

(9) The order of the National Commission on ap¬ 
peal shall be signed and dated by the members of 
the National Commission and shall be communicated 
to the parties free of charge.
